SA Senate OKs next year’s budget 

Bill passes unanimously, allocates more than $165,000 to groups

The Student Association Senate-elect 
quickly and unanimously passed the 
1994-95 SA budget at their meeting 
Tuesday night, allocating $165,000 
worth of funds to SA administration and 
to student groups. 

“I hope this is the way we’ll do busi- 
ness next year,” said Executive Vice 
President-elect Scott Slifka, adding that 
he was pleased that senators had 
prepared ahead of time to enable the bill 
to pass quickly. It took less than two 
nours for the Senate to pass the bill. 

‘All the senators had the information 
beforehand, so they could discuss it with 
student groups,” Slifka said. “In the 
Past, the process hasn’t always worked 
so well.” 

The bill allocated $71,840 to the SA 
executive branch and $250 to the SA 
Student Court. Also, $18,400 was allo- 
tted to the SA cosponsorship fund. 
This amount included specific budget- 
tog for Black History Month ($6,000), 
Gay Awareness Week ($3,000), and 
Greek Week ($4,500). The sum of 
y,675 was placed in a buffer fund for 
‘Mure use. 

The bill also allocated a total of 
™6,835 to 49 student groups, including 
toe College Republicans ($4,260), the 


College Democrats ($3,250), the 
Student Bar Association ($11,500), the 
Engineers Council ($2,500), the Medi- 
cal School Student Council ($9,500), 
the Black Peoples’ Union ($3,000) and 
the International Student Society 
($5,510). 

Undergraduate Sen.-elect Graham 
Klemm (SPBM), chair of the Senate 
Finance Committee, said the original 
budget was reworked after additional 
allocation figures were obtained from 
the administration. The figures gave the 
SA $12,000 more than its previous esti- 
mate, he said. 


Undergraduate Sen.-elect Benny Isik 
(CCGSAS) said there was concern 
about the fact that some groups, includ- 
ing the CRs and CDs, took large cuts 
from last year’s budget in the original 
bill, while others, such as the Engineers 
Council, received large increases. 

Undergraduate Sen.-elect J.P. Black- 
ford (SEAS), a member of the Finance 
Committee, defended the higher alloca- 
tion to the Engineers Council, saying the 
council had been involved in several 
“more extensive projects” in the past

First lady headlines 
at Commencement 

White House confirms Clinton appearance

First lady Hillary Rodham Clinton will speak at GW’s Commencement cere- 
mony May 8, the White House confirmed Monday. 

The University attributed the late announcement to “White House protocol.” 
The White House “controls the announcement,” University Marshal Jill Kasle 
said. “We couldn’t say anything until they told us we could.” 

Michael Freedman, University Relations director of public affairs, added that 
the first lady asked the University to delay an announcement until she could inform 
other schools that she was rejecting their offers. 

“This has been the sole reason for the delay, but I assume it was well worth the 
wait,” he said. 

The speech at GW is one of only two confirmed commencement speeches the 
first lady will make, according to one of her assistants. She will speak at the 
University of Illinois and has been invited to several other ceremonies. 

Clinton will be honored on the Ellipse with an honorary doctor of public service 
degree. The first lady was chosen as the speaker because she will “inspire GW 
graduates as they embark on their career and life paths,” GW President Stephen 
Joel Trachtenberg said. 

Clinton is the “most prominent speaker” at recent Commencement ceremonies, 
Freedman said. He added that GW has been “very lucky” to welcome past speak- 
ers, including Department of Health and Human Services Secretary Donna 
Shalala, last year’s speaker. 

“Of course we’re all thrilled to have Mrs. Clinton speak at this year’s cere- 
mony,” Freedman said. “But that shouldn’t take away from the quality of previous 
speakers. They’ve all been dandy.” 

The University tentatively planned to announce the name of the speaker at 
Thursday night’s Excellence in Student Life award ceremony, but then rushed to 
release an announcement Monday, Trachtenberg said. 

About 4,800 students will graduate at the ceremony on the Ellipse, with 20,000 
people expected to attend. 

U.S. Surgeon General Joycelyn Elders will deliver the keynote address at the 
School of Medicine and Health Science’s May 27 graduation ceremony. 

Former Supreme Court Justice William Brennan and Joyce Hens Green, U.S. 
district judge for the District of Columbia, will speak at the National Law Center’s 
May 29 ceremony.

Some students are finally starting to 
see the light at the end of the tunnel as 
the Office of Residential Life makes 
strides toward placing wait-listed 
students. 

Yet students still on the housing wait- 
ing list are forced to deal with uncer- 
tainty about their living arrangements 
next year. 

Although some students now are 
finding accommodations as spaces 
become available, others are struggling 
to deal with the situation. 

Assistant Director of Residential Life 
Paul Barkett said all students would 
have a space by the time classes begin in 
the fall. He said ORL already has placed 
32 of the original 72 wait-listed people. 

“We’ll continue to get people into 


spaces,” Barkett said. “We’ll get to 
them as quickly as possible.” 

He said ORL still expects everything 
to work out according to plan. The hous- 
ing situation will continue to be resol- 
ved during the next two months, Barkett 
explained. 

Barkett also said he will send out at 
least one more notice to wait-listed 
students who are not placed by the end 
of the semester. The letter, will let the 
students know their status and ensure 
them one last time of the University’s 
commitment to finding them rooms, he 
said. 

Freshman Marlie Town said she

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MTV generation grills president 

GW students among those tackling today y s issues with Clinton

I The world was “dying” to know: does 
'president Clinton wear boxers or briefs? 
| Briefs, he admitted hesitantly before 
Jicrowd of students a little older than his 
daughter Chelsea who gathered here in 
Washington on Tuesday for MTV’s 
forum, “Enough is Enough.” 

But those and questions about the 
president’s favorite running shoes, 
Bible passage and songs trivialized the 
issue at hand, according to some of the 
seven GW students who participated in 
the forum. 

The discussion focused mainly on 
violence in America. The audience of 
200 high school and college students 
asked about gun control,, crime in 
schools and the prospects for a safe 
future during the forum that aired on 
MTV Tuesday night. 

MTV producers handpicked seven 
GW students to attend the forum. 
Sophomore Richard Dyer asked the 
president a question about Michael Fay, 
the American student abroad who may 
receive a caning for vandalizing cars in 
Singapore. 

He challenged Clinton to justify a 
nation that “does not base itself on the 
strong belief in individual civil rights” 
having such a low crime rate. 

Dyer, an international affairs major, 
said initially he was unsatisfied with 
j Clinton’s response, but during a break 
I Clinton turned to him and explained his 
I answer further. 

I “It took him a while to get to it. I was 
pore satisfied with an answer after the 
lcommercial break,” said Dyer, a native 
jof Stony Point, N.Y. “It really shows a 
jlot and means a lot that the president 
I would be willing to take time out to 
I address these issues directly with people

our age.” 

Both Dyer and GW sophomore 
Walter Lee appeared on the morning 
talk show “CBS This Morning” to 
discuss their questions. 

Lee, a philosophy major, told the 
president Tuesday that many members 
of his generation are “very angry and 
frustrated with the bureaucracy of 
government and the broken promises of 
politicians.” He asked Clinton if the 
administration’s ideas will continue to 
materialize and how students could be 
convinced that “this time things will be 
different.” 

“Well, all I can say is you just have to 
watch and see,” Clinton told Lee. “All I 
can tell you is . . . cynicism is a cop out, 
because once you say somebody else is 
not going to do something, that lets you 
off the hook. And in the end, we can 
only go forward if we believe in each 
other.” 

GW freshman Doni Tawil said the 
students proved they are sincerely 
concerned not only about politics, but 
also about violence in America. 

“(Our questions) expressed just how 


frustrated some ol us young people are 
with violence. I know I am very frus- 
trated,” said Tawil, a Latin American 
studies major from Milwaukee. “But I 
guess we’ll just have to wait and see 
how everything turns out.” 

A 17-year old from Bethesda, Md., 
brought up the death of Nirvana lead 
singer Kurt Cobain to ask how to teach 
America’s youth about the importance 
of life. Suicide among teen-agers has 
nearly doubled in the past decade. 

“I think it is rooted in part in the fact 
that there are a lot of young folks who 
grow up never feeling that they’re the 
most important person in the world to 
somebody,” Clinton explained. He 
encouraged young people to “keep an 
eye on the future” so that suicide does 
not become an option. 

Another student from Largo High 
School in Prince George’s County, Md., 
where a teacher was recently shot, asked 
how the students can feel safe when “we 
can’t afford to have metal detectors on 
our doors.” 

Clinton told him that $300 million in 
Congress’ crime bill will go toward safe 
schools. “Any school that needs it ought 
to have whatever security is needed to 
take care of that,” Clinton said. 

While the discussion stayed intense 
for most of the program, a rapid fire 
session at the end proved lively, with 
Clinton revealing his favorite song (“A 
Song for You” by Ray Charles) and his 
most meaningful Bible passage from 
Galatians 6:9. The underwear question, 
however, “reflected badly on the 
forum,” Lee said. 

GW freshman Marie-Alice Armand 
and sophomores Sophie Deben, Erika 
Diemert and Gary Weisman also 
participated.

After months of waiting and hoping, GW finally announced its 
Commencement speaker. After preparing for the worst, we heard the best. 
No more Samuel K. Skinners or Donna Shalalas. This year, GW has 
lived up to its historic legacy of sitting close to the country’s brain trust. 
We got the first lady. 

It is only appropriate for a prestigious Washington school that holds its 
Commencement on the Ellipse — in the back yard of the While House 
nonetheless — to have a first-class speaker. Having Hillary Clinton 
address the graduates makes perfect sense.

For too long, students have wondered why the campus administration 
couldn’t get the big names for graduation.

For a school that 
prides itself as being in the middle of it all, it’s lime the University 
proved itself.

Her presence will further 
prove GW’s growing reputation as a prestigious university. In addition, 
U.S. Surgeon General Joycelyn Elders will speak at the medical school 
graduation, and former Supreme Court Justice William Brennan and Joyce 
Hens Green, U.S. district judge for the District of Columbia, will speak 
at the National Law Center’s ceremony. On all fronts, the administration 
has done a fine job. 

In GW’s 173 years, the University has had few other speakers as 
prominent as Mrs. Clinton. The first lady should serve as a preview for 
the future, ushering in a string of prominent speakers at Commencements 
for years to come. 


Sick and tired 

The Student Association Senate suffers from a simple disease. Half of 
its positions, 12 graduate seats, remain open. The usual diagnosis of 
apathy does not apply in this case. The symptoms indicate that the SA 
ails from a lack of usefulness to GW’s graduate population. Now, it 
should heed the wake-up call and change before other political activity 
makes it irrelevant. 

In the past year, graduate students have shown an abundance of activ- 
ity in the realm of student politics. Between the election of National Law 
Center student A1 Park as SA president — whose margin of victory came 
outside of the undergraduate body - — and later during the law students’ 
protest, graduate students have shown an unusual pattern of concern. 

Their non-participation in the Senate clearly docs not result from 
disinterest. 

The cause comes from frivolous votes, worthless bills and a track 
record of stalling. The pattern develops from a trail extending over the 
past few years, from supposedly essential and pertinent activities like 
recognizing the independence of the Baltic states, as well as recommend- 
ing lights on the tennis court and University Yard. Add the professional 
requirements of internships, research or jobs and it is no wonder that few 
graduate students fill the ranks of the Senate. 

The burden of proof rests on the senators. They must reverse now the 
Senate’s history of marginal influence. To ignore the graduate 
population — a group that accounts for close to 10,000 of the Univer- 
sity’s population — smacks of elitism and discrimination. The students 
show that they care, just not within the cozy community of fourth-floor 
flunkies. The doors must open to usher in a modem age of SA politics. 

A plague rests over the house of the Senate. Its grasp can potentially 
cripple, not kill, the effectiveness of the SA. With a graduate student 
serving as president, graduate issues will surge to the forefront now more 
than ever. If a change of policy docs not come quickly, killing the 
Senate, a body of uselessness bereft of political activity, will stand as the 
only cure.

Diversity can be a source of many ugly 
things. History has it that racism and 
discrimination have been reinforced by 
the dominant culture. Racism and 
discrimination have made diversity 
derogatory. Because of racism and 
discrimination, many in this nation have 
been inflicted with different kinds of 
oppression. 

What is a positive contribution? 
Heroes. Heroes are great leaders to 
whom we give much appreciation, such 
as John Kennedy, Martin Luther King 
and many others who have made the 
nation conscious of racism and discri- 
mination as wrong, unjust and against 
the Constitution of the United States. 
These outstanding individuals help to 
minimize and lessen the burden of 
oppression. 

There are still many other heroes who 
remain unsung. These heroes, though 
unsung, have contributed in their own 
small ways to change society.

Asian-American, Hispanic- 
American and African-American 
youths like Carlos Bulosan, who will 
graduate from colleges and universities, 
are ready to make their statement in the 
world — the future of a diverse 
Amenca lies in your hands. Your 
actions have control over the future, you 
have the power of restructuring, reshap- 
ing and establishing the future. You 
make the future take on the shape that 
you want it to take. You must make 
America truly live up to its legacy as the 
melting pot of the world. It should not be 
solely because of statistical data but , 
because we as Americans accept and 
make the best of diversity. 


Legacy of Hitler lives in Bosnian conflict 
\while U.S. just changes TV channels 



Gorazde fell under siege yester- 
day. Or was it the day before? Who 
can remember? Who, indeed? Not I. 
Nor probably you either, since we, 
Americans, have all but shut off the 
news from Bosnia — shut it off or 
switched the channel. And why not? 
Who would prefer watching Serbian 
soldiers raping Muslim women, kill- 
ing their husbands and babies when 
we can watch Oprah, Sally Jesse or 
Arsenio? Why would anyone want to 
see hospitals bombed when we can 
hear transsexual Zamboni operators 
tell all? Why, indeed? (Even the 
freaks who go on Geraldo aren’t 
crazy enough to watch, much less 
read, news from the former 
Yugoslavia.) 

They held a rally in Sarajevo 
yesterday, just before the shelling 
resumed there. “Hitler is alive,” read 
one banner, in English no less. It 
might as well have been written in 
Fortran. Hitler alive? How can that 
be? Even Elvis knows Hitler is dead. 
He said so just last week. It was on 
Donahue I think. 

Call Montel. Hitler says he’s feel- 
ing better, thanks. Hitler wasn’t just a 
man, you see. He was powerful 
precisely because he embodied so 
many others, so much of what is in 
all of us. We fear his return and seek 
to repress it, unlike Elvis’, because 
he brought to light so much of what 
we know in ourselves but are afiaid 
to acknowledge. “The troubling 
thing about hatred,” Jimmy Carter 
once said, “is that it exists in all of 
us.” Hitler succeeded because he 
knew that. He also knew Edmund 
Burke’s wise saw that, “All that is 


necessary for the triumph of evil is 
that good men do nothing.” 

Hitler is alive, you see, because we 
have done his bidding by doing 
nothing. And Gorazde may be 
pillaged because the Serbs knew 
America lacked the resolve to stop 
them. The lesson Neville Chamber- 
lain forgot is that aggression must be 
checked. As Franklin Roosevelt 
wrote in his 1937 “Quarantine 
Address,” “The will for peace on the 
part of peace-loving nations must 
express itself to the end that nations 
that may be tempted to violate their 
agreements and the rights of others 
will desist from such a course.”

President Clinton said Monday 
that the United States only gets 
involved militarily when the United 
Nations asks for cur help. And so he 
has tried to hide behind the card- 
board argument that Gorazde is not 
our problem because the United 
Nations hasn’t asked for our help. Of 
course, he overlooks the fact that our 
country plays a leadership role in the 
U.N. If the United States wished to 
intervene in Gorazde we could 
certainly get the U.N. to pass a resol- 
ution authorizing force. In fact, it 
would be one of the few issues upon 
which both Israel and the Islamic 
countries could agree. 


It’s not all Clinton’s fault, though. 
He just reacts to the polls. America is 
the closest system the modem world 
has come to direct democracy. In the 
era of satellite news, no competent 
politician can survive for long by 
doing anything out of line with the 
popular will. And if there is anything 
the candidacy of Paul Tsongas taught 
us it is that the message of austerity, 
of the necessity to face a painful real- 
ity, never sells, even if it is required. 

Military involvement in an uncer- 
tain three-way mountain conflict is 
about as enticing as Aunt Fannie’s 
brussel sprout surprise. But true 
leadership involves making tough 
decisions, sometimes forcing child- 
ren to swallow bitter pills because 
they are good for them. It is probably 
a mistake to intervene in Bosnia, to 
increase the airstrikes and arm the 
Muslims. But it is even more of a 
mistake not to. Many predict we 
would not even succeed in such a 
campaign. But we will most 
certainly lose if we do nothing. 

“Virtutis enim laus omnis in 
actione consistit,” Cicero said. There 
is victory even in losing if only in the 
knowledge that we tried, that we 
answered the call. And so I ask every 
reader to remember Gorazde and 
send President Clinton e-mail (at: 
president“at”whitehouse.gov) to let 
him know we care about Bosnia. We 
may not be heard above the din of 
Rosanne Arnold’s front page double 
divorce but at least we will have 
tried.

Marvin Center cuts 
some services back 

Info center , operations decrease hours

The Marvin Center has reduced the 
weekly working hours of its employees 
at the Information Center and Opera- 
tions Desk, as well shortened the hours 
those services are available to students. 

“We were running over budget in 
terms of student employees,” said Mark 
Gempler, executive coordinator of the 
Marvin Center. “What we looked at was 
ways of cutting hours but maintaining 
the service level.” 

The Information Center, on the first 
floor of the Marvin Center, is now open 
until 7 p.m. on weekends instead of 9 
p.m. During the week, the center is still 
open until 9 p.m. 

Additionally, the number of employ- 
ees when the center is open is now lower 
during some off-peak hours. . 

Gempler said the center’s peak hours 
are between 1 1 a.m. and 4 p.m. “We 
didn’t cut back during those peak 
hours,” he explained. 

Previously, two workers always 
staffed the center during operating 
hours. Now only one person works early 
in the morning and toward closing time 
at night. “That should not affect the 
quality of service at all,” Information 
Center supervisor Ajit Bhandari said. 

But students reported waiting longer 


than usual since the change. “They put 
me on hold a lot now,” said freshman 
Tracy Boswell. “It takes more rings to 
get through.” 

Freshman Peter Kim said the wait can 
be frustrating. “If you want to get a little 
piece of information and you have to 
wait, there’s a slight problem,” he said. 
Kim added that the wait was “a little bit” 
but “not enormously” longer. 

The Marvin Center Operations Desk 
has also cut its hours. Located on the 
fourth floor, the “fishbowl” photocopies 
documents for student organizations 
and gives access to offices for students- 
who do not have keys. 

The operations desk now is open until 
9 p.m. every night except Saturday, 
when it is still open until 8. Before the 
change, it was open until 1 1 p.m. every 
night except Saturday. The original plan 
called for it to also open later in the 
morning, but that created problems for 
the Newsstand and other operations 
needing early access, Gempler said. The 
Operations Desk opens at 7 a.m. on 
weekdays and 8 a.m. on weekends. 

Gempler said the move will create 
many inconveniences for organizations. 
“We know the officers of the organiza- 
tions have keys. If a student needs to get 
in, they’ll have to contact the officers,” 
he said.

W hen one hears the word “saus- 
age,” what leaps to mind? 
Pigs, Jimmy Dean, Upton 
Sinclair’s “The Jungle” perhaps? 

Wrong. The correct answer is bass 
guitar. At this point you may be scratch- 
ing your head in confusion and asking 
yourself what similarities exist between 
the stringed instrument in question and 
cased meat by-products. Have faith and 
all shall be explained. 

Sausage is the name of a new band 
organized by the infamous ringleader of 
Primus and all around bass-god Les 
Claypool. Before anyone throws him or 
herself off a tall building in despair, it 
should be noted that Primus has not 
broken up — this is just a side project. 


Apparently Les wanted to try some- 
thing a little different, so he got together 
with some guys he used to play with. 
Thus a new band was bom. Out of that a 
new album was spawned — Riddles 
Are Abound Tonight (Interscope). 

The CD is made up of nine tracks, all 
of which share a style of their own, 
while still bearing the unmistakable 
influence of Primus. The sound, as 
could be expected, features a dominant 
and unrestrained bass. The other two 
musicians, Jay Lane (drums) and Todd 
Huth (guitar), provide a more melodic 
and stable accompaniment than most 
Primus fans are used to. Huth also adds 
background vocals that temper and 
counterpoint Claypool ’s patented style 
of song-speak. 

This band may seem a little on the 


tame side compared to its predecessor, 
but that is only because Primus is the 
strangest band on the planet. Don’t let 
the fact that the band cares about musi- 
cianship fool you into thinking it is by 
any stretch of the imagination normal. 

The music is as unique as anything 
else you’ll hear, and the lyrics are stran- 
ger than that. One of the tracks is titled 
“Caution Should be Used While Driv- 
ing a Motor Vehicle or Operating 
Machinery.” 

For people who have had the Primus 
experience, Sausage is a worthy offspr- 
ing and a nice change of pace. For 
people unaware of the aforementioned 
group. Sausage is a mind-warping 
experience that will challenge the 
boundaries of your musical perception. 
And maybe your stomach.

R The Afghan Whigs returned to a crowded 9:30 Club 
last week for two captivating live performances. 
Monday night’s energetic audience was enthused with 
a mix of songs from its Elektra debut Gentlemen and its ’92 
Sup Pop release Congregation. 

Don’t be disillusioned by the Sub Pop name. The Afghan 
Whigs, hailing from Cincinnati, was one of the first non- 
Seattle bands to sign with Sub Pop. But the band never 
sounded like one, standing out from the Sub Pop “promoted” 
grunge movement consisting of Nirvana, Soundgarden and 
Mudhoney. However, the few who moshed and stage dove at 
Monday’s show must have been confused. The Afghan 
Whigs are hardly grunge. 

Beginning with Gentlemen tracks “Fountain & Fairfax” 
and the title track, the band played with musical and 
emotional intensity. The unique blending of encompassing 
bass lines, melodic drumming and unusual guitar rhythms 
added to the hoarse, scratchy, almost serrated vocals that give 
The Afghan Whigs a soulful edge to its rock. 

Most characteristic of the band is singer / guitarist Greg 
Dulli’s poetically devastating, emotionally explosive lyrics 
encompassing topics including dysfunctional love, drug use 
and misuse and volatile relationships. 

In fact, for Gentlemen’s “My Curse,” Dulli called in 


Scrawl singer Marcy Mays to record it supposedly because 
Dulli himself found it too distressing. One can understand 
why with lyrics like these: “Temptation comes not from hell / 
but from above / and this blood on my teeth / as 1 bite my 
tongue to speak . . . Hurt me baby / I flinch so when you do / 
your kisses scourge me.” 

To my astonishment, I learned they had played “My 
Curse” live the night before. When I approached Dulli after 
the show, he confessed he only managed to get through it the 
first time by the initial audience enthusiasm that met the 
opening line of the song. 

The show continued with songs like the moody, mellow 
“When We Too Parted,” the explosively melodic “Turn on 
the Water” and in the middle, broke into comic renditions of 
Motown favorites. Somehow the shameful and repressed 
tone and bitter distress Dulli narrates is not depressing but 
inspiring and honorable as it depicts an individual who has 
such strength in his confusion. When ending with the infam- 
ous Congregation ghost-track “Miles iz Ded,” a powerful 
embittered song about substance abuse and mutually destruc- 
tive relationships, the 9:30 Club erupted.

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Cops, Robbersons hang humor

M eet the Robbersons. They are the new family on 
the suburban-oriented movie block. Joining the 
ranks of films such as Harry and the Hendersons , 
Honey, I Shrunk the Kids and even Poltergiest , Cops and 
Robbersons is an old story with a new name — the life of 
a typical American family is turned upside down by (fill in 
with your favorite nightmare). In this case, it is by a coun- 
terfeiter living next door. Directed by Michael Ritchie, 
this film is mediocre at best. 

Chevy Chase stars as the head of the Robberson house- 
hold, and Dianne West plays his wife — a woman who 
seems to live for baking cookies. The Robberson children 
include a teenage daughter, a rebel son and a five-year-old 
vampire wannabe who sleeps in a toy box “coffin.” 

The children are more concerned with their own lives 
than with their parents. This is a problem for the Robber- 
son dad, who feels his family is falling apart. Filled with 
dreams of being Columbo, Robberson is unhappy with his 
dull job and deteriorating family life. 


Little does he know that excitement and adventure lurk 
around the comer (actually, next door). The Robbersons 
have a criminal (Robert Davi) for a neighbor. 

Enter Jack “one-handed push up” Palance as a tough 
cop named Stone who tries to catch Davi. He and his part 
ner have to move into the Robberson’ s house to set up 
surveillance cameras and spy on the counterfeiter. 

Robberson is ecstatic at the idea of getting to be a pari of 
this “sting operation,” and his family soon welcomes the 
cops as well. 

The role of Stone seems carved out for Palance, whose 
gritty voice is perfect for the part. Chase’s goofy Robber- 
son, however, proves to be more annoying than funny. 
While his performance in Fletch was, superb. Chase fails 
to provide laughs as Stone’s sidekick. 

Cops and Robbersons fills the audience with the pros- 
pect of humor with the names Chase and Palance, bui 
doesn’t follow through with either a creative storyline or 
witty dialogue. Perhaps the man seated in front of me said 
it best, “I’m going to laugh any minute now, any minute.” 
Unfortunately, that minute never came. 


Mo’ money for the soundtrack

I n the ’80s, motion picture sound- 
tracks were full of radio-friendly 
rock and pop ( Footloose , Flash- 
iance, etc.); nowadays, thanks to the 
black renaissance in film, hip-hop has 
become a soundtrack staple. 

But hip-hop-oriented soundtracks 
have often been just as mediocre for the 
same reasons as all soundtracks: a) the 
(uest to please all potential buyers leads 
lo a haphazard eclecticism in which no 
one is pleased with the whole album; b) 
record labels throw in several who-cares 
tacks by unknown acts after baiting the 
book by featuring big names; or c) both 
of the above. 

Mi Vida Loca — a film by Allison 
Anders ( Gas Food Lodging) that details 
Chicano gang life in Los Angeles 
ihrough the eyes of women — lends 
ilself to a soundtrack that features West 
Coast Hispanic hip-hop. And it largely 


does, thankfully avoiding option “a” 
above. 

And while the folks at Mercury 
Records definitely are guilty of “b,” the 
soundtrack for Mi Vida Loca has 
enough solid hits by the stars and 
enough pleasant surprises to avoid the 
ho-hum quality of say, New Jack City’s 
soundtrack. 

The music from Mi Vida Loca 
succeeds in spite of itself. For example, 
if rap had an easy listening radio station, 
a Lighter Shade of Brown could join Kid 
’n’ Play and Jazzy Jeff and the Fresh 
Prince as charter members. But Lighter 
Shade’s two offerings, “Hey D.J.” and 
“Two Lovers,” are so catchy they could 
make the strongest objectors dance. 

In what will come as a relief to poten- 
tial buyers of the album, the featured 
acts come through with the strongest 
songs. A Tribe Called Quest goes way 
out there with “If the Papes Come,” a 
strange but nonetheless infectious selec- 


tion. Boss, who as a female gangsta 
rapper is an obvious reemit to appear on 
the album, steals the show with “Run, 
Catch & Kill.” It is a searing tale of 
urban paranoia. 

Set against a wild cacophony of 
sounds, Boss and backing vocalist 
Ricardo sound amazing, putting a vice 
grip on the entire album. The lyrics 
(“I’m sleeping with my eyes open 
wide”) would be reminiscent of the 
Geto Boys’ classic “Mind Playing 
Tricks on Me” if Boss showed a hint of 
remorse (“A nine is terrible thing to 
waste”). It is bracing, disturbing and the 
perfect song for Mi Vida Loca. 

This is also the sort of song that keeps 
the soundtrack from tripping over the 
love songs and feel-good dance tracks 
dominating the album’s closing half. 
And in the end, the rap / dance / R&B 
balancing act is a success for the Mi 
Vida Loca soundtrack. Pitfalls “a,” “b” 
and “c” avoided. 


Obsessed fans groove to ’80s 


fir T alking into the 9:30 Club Sunday night, one might 
have thought Motorhead was playing. Hair, tattoos

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Conference addresses environmental opportunities

A half-day interactive conference 
called “Renew GW” brought University 
representatives and businesses 
members together to discuss ways 
students can help make GW a “green 
University.” 

Mark Starik of the GW School of 
Business and Management said the 
conference was the third major event of 
Earth Week at GW and featured a 


“smorgasbord showcase of environ- 
mental programs” on the fourth floor of 
the Marvin Center. 

Renew America, a national environ- 
mental awareness group, and the GW 
Green University Task Force co-hosted 
the event, which included 17 different 
one-hour information sessions and a 
meatless “Earth Supper.” 

Ken Brown, executive director of 
Renew America, talked about his orga- 
nization and its efforts to help protect 
the environment. He said the greatest 


progress made in the environmental 
cause in the last 24 years is the increase 
in awareness because of education. 

He added that his organization helps 
facilitate this education at GW by 
collecting examples of successful envir- 
onmental programs from all over the 
country and compiling them to form a 
giant database for the public. Brown 
also said his organization was dedicated 
to finding practical and affordable solu- 
tions to environmental problems. 

Ginger Wandliss, director of an

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internship program at the Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency, spoke about job 
opportunities that are available in the 
field of environmental protection. 

“If you’re interested in a career in the 
environment, you’re going to find a job 
somewhere,” she said. 

Wandliss attributed this to the conti- 
nuing growth of the environmental field 
and the large number of governmental 
agencies and businesses that deal with 
aspects of the environment today. 

She said students are directly 
involved in the group’s causes and 
work. 

Sanjay Mishra, a representative of 


Greenpeace, and Dirk Long of the 
Management Institute for Environment 
and Business discussed the partnerships 
that exist between environmental 
groups and businesses, government and 
non-profit organizations. 

Mishra said that Greenpeace has 
always had a close relationship with the 
community but has often fought with 
businesses in the past. He said he 
believes this relationship could change 
because businesses now are becoming 
more concerned with environmental

Mory said he felt the lack of experi- 
ence in the Senate was an advantage, not 
a hindrance.

“I know the new people want to attack 
the issues, and that sounds just as 
welcome from a new person,” said Isik, 
who held one of two nonvoting fresh- 
man senator positions in the 1993-94 
Senate. 

Isik said he felt the new Senate would 
have the extra determination to learn 
from its mistakes. “And (the returning 
senators) will be here to help them with 
the simple things, like writing up resolu- 
tions and learning the mechanics,” he 
said.

about next year, they still have to fill 
half the seats left empty at election time. 
Graduate Sen.-elect Davjd Chambliss 
(CCGSAS), chair of the new Senate’s 
Rules Committee, said 12 seats are now 
vacant.

Golfers hit adversity, 
take fourth in league

The golf team picked up fourth 
place in the Atlantic 10 Champion- 
ship tournament Saturday and 
Sunday at Penn National Country 
Club in Pennsylvania.

Head coach Keith Betts said the 
Colonials’ fourth-place finish was a 
slight disappointment because they 
lost to St. Joseph’s by only one 
stroke. GW totalled 646 strokes over 
two days, while the Hawks hit 645. 
Temple shot 623, and Rhode Island 
took first place for the league with a 
total score of 617. 

“I was going into the tournament 
knowing that we’re one recruiting 
year away from Rhode Island and 
Temple and getting first place,” 
Betts said. 

But GW improved its team game 
dramatically from the past two years 
when it finished last or next to last. 
This year the Colonials outshot 
Duquesne, Rutgers and St. Bonaven- 
ture, who placed fifth, sixth and 
seventh, respectively. 


The Colonials hit a team total of 
335 strokes for day one, despite what 
Betts called brutal wind and terrible 
playing conditions. Tae-Sik Hong 
and Rob Duva hit 80, while team- 
mates Scott Allen shot 85 and Casey 
Paulson rounded out the scoring with 
90 strokes. 

Day two proved much more favor- 
able for the team, as each player 
dropped several strokes from his 
game. The team hit a collective score 
of 3 1 1 , which was the second lowest, 
one-day score for the tournament. 

Hong came out ahead on day two 
with the low score of 76 strokes, 
which earned him fifth place in the 
competition. Bobby Snyder 
improved the most on the latter half 
of the course by shooting 77. Allen 
finished third for the Colonials with 
78, and Paulson shot 80. 

“We shot poorly the first day. The 
team couldn’t adjust to the weather, 
and it put us too far behind for the 
second day. But it showed how we 
could come back, and it’s a positive 
sign for the future,” Betts said.
